Dorsey Sales Reach New Record 


The Dorsey Corporation 
(NYSE) ,Chattanooga Tenn., 
has reported that in the 
year ended December 31, 
1971 sales totaled $95,326, 
000, a new record, com- 
pared with $83,671,000 in 
1970, Net income of 4,294, 
000, also a new record 
was slightly higher than 
$4,123,00 reported in the 
previous year, 

Net income per common 
share was $1.44 assuming 
full dilution, compared 
with $1,48 in 1970, due to 
the greater number of 
shares now outstanding. 

The announcement was 
made by Herbert L, Oakes, 
president, who commented 
that, ‘“‘Our plastic contain- 
er division’s contribution 
to sales and earnings was

are school drop-outs, It seems reasonable then to be concerned over 
other children who may be headed in this direction, 

What does one do with a teen who has dropped out of school? 
Where do you start, what do you say? The problem is especially 


difficult if the parents have gone 


on to college themselves because 


they can't conceive of anyone not at least finishing high school. 
What goes through a teen's mind when he drops out of school? 
Does he think ahead to what it will mean to him in later life? Does 


he realize how much it costs hi 
lifetime? What about his unborn ¢ 
course NOT! At this point in his 


m in unearned income over his 
hildren, does he think of them? Of 
life he is thinking of nothing but 


himself! So what can be done to help him get back on the right track 


and, of course, back to school whe 


re he belongs. 


It must be remembered that a teen who has dropped out of 
school didn't get the idea over night. He has thought about this for 
some time usually.

The yoices of consumerism and environmentalism are 
more active today than eyer before. This was readily ap- 
parent at a recent workshop sponsored by an advertising 
trade publication when a member of the audience chal- 
lenged the consumerism panel with the question, “Don’t 
you ever find something good to say about business?” 

Perhaps Richard W, Darrow, of Hill and ‘Knowlton, 
Inc., has the answer, He suggests that companies should 
learn to communicate, particularly with young people. 

“We'll earn far better marks with these young people, 
and substitute credibility for suspicion, if we turn to a new 
policy of frankness that lays all the facts on the line on 
key issues,” Darrow noted. “Undertaking this specialized 
approach—the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth—could be our most potent weapon in gaining a head 
ing for industry’s story.” 

By laying it on the line, even the most dedicated con- 
sumerists would begin to recognize that there are some 
good things happening around them and that many of

TO “SET ASIDE” 
PROGRAM 


“Average Productivity’’ 
vill again be a governing 
provision on set-aside ace 
reage for the 1972 volun- 
tary wheat, feed grain, and 
cotton set-aside programs, 
according to Mr, Clyde P, 
Mahaffey, Alabama farm 
program official, 

Farmers who sign up 
February 3-March 10 in 
these programs will agree 
to set aside part of the : 
productive cropland on 
their farms as a qualifying 
condition for program part- 
icipations, 

Purpose of this set-aside 
is to help control produc- 
tion of agricultural crops 
beyond what can be mark- 
eted at fair prices to far- 
mers, said Mr, Mahaffey, 
Chairman of the Alahama 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Commit- 
tee, 

For the 1972 set-aside 
farm programs to be if~ 
fective, the average pro- 
ductivity rule needs to be 
closely followed, he said. 
Land put into set-aside ac- 
reage is to have a pro- 
ductive capacity at least 
equal to the land on which 
program crops are being 
grown or would have been 
grown in the current years, 

“It’s no secret that U,S, 
farmers can produce more 
crops than can be readily 
used, Set-aside helps cut 
back on this potential for 
excess crop production, 
But the set-aside program, 
can work effectively only 
if adequate quality crop- 
land is designated for set- 
aside acreage’, the ASC 
Committee Chairman said, 

He added, ‘“‘The average 
productivity. rule will be 
in effect, for all set-aside 
acreage, both the qualify- 
ing percentage needed for 
program participation and 
voluntary set-aside which 
may be under the wheat 
and feed grain programs,’’ 

Under the set-aside con- 
cept in farm programs, af- 
ter a participant makes 


his set-aside and maintains 
his conserving basé,he may 
plant his remaining crop- 
land to anything he wishes, 


Research Shows Glimmers of Light 


of Dinies Fights Birth Defects

Research into the causes 
and treatment of birth de- 
fects is moving along today 
at a pace few of us would 
have believed possible even a 
decade ago. 

Even so, we scientists are 


confronted by a long and up-| * 3 


hill climb. We lack firm an- 
swers to hundreds of questions. 
but at least our questions are 
getting sharper and more pen- 
etrating. There are a few 
glimmers of light where, for 
centuries, there was dark ig- 
norance. As of now, we still 
cannot prevent most birth de- 
fects, but there are at least four 
areas that show progress. 

In research today, perhaps 
the greatest hope comes from 
the German measles (rubella) 
preventive vaccine developed 
last vear by the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s Division of Biologics 
Standards of the National In- 
stitutes of Health. The vaccine 
is now undergoing tests around 
the world. Licensing of this or 
similar vaccines is expected in 
another two or three years, well 
ahead of the next German 
measles epidemic which will 
probably hit the United States 
around 1970. 

We have known since 1940 
that German measles in the ex- 
pectant mother. particularly in 
the first three months of preg- 
nancy, can be a major cause of 
birth defects. 

The German measles epi- 
demic of 1964-'65 caused de- 
fects, including blindness, deaf- 
ness, heart disease and mental 
retardation, in at least 20,000 
infants. Accordingly, if it 
proves successful, the new’ vac- 
cine must be considered a nied 
ical breakthrough. 

Again, in the area of re- 
search, medical science is well 
on its way toward the conquest 
of Rh disease. In the last dec- 
ade, due mainly to diagnostic 
advances and fetal transfusions, 
mortality has already been re- 
duced substantially from this

Recent studies in the 
United States, England and 
Germany have demonstrated 
that by treating an Rh-negative 
woman very soon after her first 
pregnancy with a specially pre- 
pared gamma globulin, which 
is obtained from blood, she can 
be prevented from producing 
antibodies that would attack 
the red blood cells of her next 
infant. This treatment should 
completely prevent Rh disease 
except among those women 
who have already been sensi- 
tized

Finally, medical scientists 
are much interested today in 
research into the body's im- 


munity system, now believed § 


to be controlled at least in part 
by the thymus, a butterfly- 
shaped gland located in the 
mid-chest area. Recently The 
National Foundation-March of 
Dimes sponsored a meeting de- 
voted to this mysterious gland 
ind to immunity mechanisms 
generally. It is also supporting 
research in this area. 

One intriguing theory main- 
tains that the thymus “dial” 
may in time be adjusted up or 
down. Turn down the immu- 
nity system to permit a kidney 
transplant. Turn up the sys- 
tem to destroy a cancer. But 
this achievement is a bit far- 
ther off than the day after 
tomorrow.
